■ This natter had been broufbt to the attention 
of Dr, Sing some time ago by ne» but in accordance ■ 
with conversations which the Attorney General 
had with Courtney Bvans ^ it was not felt to be wise 
in view of the sources of the Bureau *a informa- 
tion to state that I knew C’Dell to be under Communist 
influcace or control at any time, I did Inform*, 

Dr, ^ing and two members of his organisation — 

Aeverend Andrew Young and Reverend Wyatt Walker ■ 
some time ago — that since O^Dell was believed by 
many people to have had Comniiinist connections, his 
association with their organiration was mot is the 
best interests of the organisation,

^ At that time, in conclus ive ' s teps were takes 
to remove O^Dell, and his Job with the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference was changed. In 
response to direct ques t ions whether I had hard evidence 
of 0*Dcll*s Communist connections, however | replied 
that I was not in a position to give any. 

Bellowing further Conversat ions * with Mr, ^ 

Evans in June, however, 1 brought the matter to the 
attention of Dr, Eing very explicitly in my off ice 
on the morning of June 22 prior to, a scheduled meeting 
which Dr* Xing had with the President, This was p 

done at the direction of the Attorney General, ^ 

Later that morning both the Attorney General and j 
tbe President separately strongly urged Dr, ting ^ 

that there should be no further connection between 
O^Dell and the Southern Christian Leadership Conference,

ended. Thereafter, the Attorney General and I 
‘both received copic* of the at t ached 1 c 1 1 er , dated 
July 3, 1963, from Dr. ting to
